FLED IH SNOW AMID SHELLS 


Principal Officer of the City Describes 


H o w First Few N igh ts of B o m b a rd ­ 


ment W ere Spent In Cellars— Old Men 


and 
W om en 
Found 
Hiding 
Under 
T h eir Homes, U n w illing to Leave. 


Jean Grillion, subprefect of Verdun, 
has told this story of the battle that 
raged around that French city: 
“In mid February the general com ­ 
m anding the army in the region of 
Verdun summoned me to his headquar­ 
ters aud said: 
“ ‘An imm ense attack is going to be 
m ade lu this region. 
Evacuate all the 
villages north of Verdun; we must pre­ 
pare the battlefield.’ 
“Preparing 
the 
battlefield 
means 
em ptying villages and giving the popu­ 
lations new shelter and preparing quar­ 
ters for the troops. 
Farm and hom e­ 
steads were vacated nnd cattle taken 
aw ay. 
Food stocks were remitted to

"Then came the order to evacuate 
Verdun. 
“ ‘Verdun is going to be a nest of 
bombs.’ the governor told me. 
I clos­ 
ed the schools and had all the sick re­ 
moved to improvised hospitals several 
miles in the rear. 
N evertheless, m ost 
of the citizens refused to quit the tow n. 
Argum ents being useless, I had to for­ 
cibly expel them. Only those who have 
lived there can realize the sturdy Lor- 
rainers’ attachm ent for their homes. 


The First B ig Shell. 
"Only 
1,000 
inhabitants 
remained 
when the first fifteen inch shell explod­ 
ed in the city. 
I im m ediately sent out 
a bugler to sound the alarm , and every 
one w ent to the cellars. The best wTere 
those of the subprefect use, where for 
months past I had fortified shelters 
and stored lamps, m edical dressings 
ami foodstuffs. 
Here 400 persons took 
refuge. 
"The first gust of shells lasted eight 
hours. 
During a lull I visited other 
cellars ami discovered that there had 
been only one death, that of a wom an 
who had imprudently rushed to the 
first floor of her home to save som e 
papers and had been killed near a w in­ 
dow'. 
“I ordered the evacuation to con­ 
tinue. 
We were unable to use our 
railroad depot, which w as under fire. 
The people walked w est or rode in 
vehicles of all kinds. 
“N ext day the shelling continued in- 
term itteutly, several buildings collaps­ 
ing. 
Happily, no person w as wound- 
ed, the cellars of those rem aining In 
Verdun being unaffected. 
Our great­ 
est difficulty was to feed the people, 
but we m anaged to do it. 


All Citizens Sent Aw ay. 
“Two nights later more than 100 fif­ 
teen inch shells fell in the city. A t m id­ 
night I received a telephone m essage, 
‘Kush out all the rem aining civilians 
im m ediately and take all the m unici­ 
pal papers.’ 
“The police hurried about in the shell 
damaged streets, turning out the re­ 
fractory people and shepherding them 
in places of safety beyond the town. 
Then a shell cut our telephone wires. 
The Germans next fired ‘star shells,’ 
which threw a brilliant light over the 
smoking ruins as we mobilized the 
Chilians. 
“ What 
we found beneath som e of 
these shattered houses was am azing. 
SiH; and infirm ohl people and chil­ 
dren wept bitterly as we hoisted them 
from the cellars into autom obiles which 
rushed them to au outlying station. 
There, in default of proper train ac­ 
commodations. we packed them in cat­ 
tle cars and on open trucks. 
"It w as bitterly cold, and snow fell 
heavily. fcWoral children died from ex- 
prsiiie dining the journey to Bar-le- 
Duc. A number of persons had w heeled 
their childrt n to the station in peram­ 
bulators, but these took un too much 


space, so w e had to leave them behind. 
“Soon after the soldiers of a regiment 
marching by on their w ay to the firing 
line were amazed to see scores of these 
empty 
perambulators 
being 
blown 
about by the gusty w inds.” 


2,000 SHIPS IDLE OR SUNK. 


Total Tonnage of Those Lost or I n ­ 
terned Nearly 4,000,000. 
The European war lias taken from 
the seas more than 2.00.> merchant ves­ 
sels of nearly 4,000,000 tonnage, ac­ 
cording to figures published by the de 
partment of commerce. Germany, with 
000 vessels sunk, captured or detained 
heads the list of losers. 
Two hundred and tw enty-five of the 
500 British vessels lost were sunk by 
subm arines. 
Great Britain’s allies lost 
1G7 ships. Austria lost 80 and Turkey 
124. 
The total of neutral losses is put 
at 730, but most of the^e were released 
after being reported captured. 
N inety-tw o neutral vessels have been 
submarined and ninety-four sunk by 
m ines. 
Tw enty-three have been dam ­ 
aged by subm arines and mines.

In Love and Is H oping He W ill Live 


Longer— Notes Cause Happiness. 


M ilwaukee, W is.—Out in Forest Home 
cem etery there is an open grave w ait­ 
ing for Francis Marion Collins, an in­ 
mate of the Soldiers’ home in this city. 
Five years ago, after Collins had 
been denied perm ission by the cem e­ 
tery authorities to dig his own grave, 
he w ent to the city of the dead one 
dark, rainy night and by tbo light of a 
lantern prepared it. 
Collins is aged 
eighty nine. 
He had a tom bstone, in­ 
scribed, as he had directed, with every­ 
thing but the date of his death, erected. 
But, though Collins is nearly four 
score and ten years ohl and ready to 
die, he doesn’t w ant to give up the 
ghost just yet. 
A fter m aking prepara­ 
tions for the last act of the long drama 
of his life he turned eagerly to life and 
love. 
In fact, he has a sw eetheart 
now. 
H er first nam e is Annette. 
He 
w on’t tell the rest. 
She Is keeping the 
veteran interested in life by w riting 
him Interesting love letters and visit­ 
ing him at the home several tim es a 
year. 
Collins served four years during the 
war In Company I, One Hundred nnd 
Thirty-fourth 
Pennsylvania infantry, 
Army of the Potomac.

Efforts are now on foot to have eon 
gross pass a bill w hich would make 
April 13, Jefferson’s birthday, a In ii- 
day. 
W hile there are no national legal 
holidays in the U nited States, then' are 
many days which are regarded as he 
ing holidays, and Jefferson’s birthday 
is not one of these. 
There are many 
persons who think that the nation 
should more universally celebrate the 
anniversary of the birth of the author 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
For many years it lias been custom ­ 
ary for D em ocrats in various parts of 
the country to m eet on April 13 and 
hold som e suitable celebration. 
For the past ten years the National 
Dem ocratic League of Clubs has been 
encouraging and prom oting this m ove­ 
m ent and 
urging D em ocrats every 
w here to get together, confer, plan and 
act in harmony. 
The results o f these 
efforts are m anifest. 
Each year the 
custom lias grown until now there is 
hardly a Dem ocratic organization in 
the country that does not enter into 
this observance with enthusiasm aud 
a determ ination to make each succeed­ 
ing celebration eclipse the previous 
one. 
Jefferson’s public life began in 170!) 
w hen ho took his seat as a member of 
the Virginia house of burgesses. 
H e 
I w as tw enty-six years of age at the 
time. 
This w as only a little more than 
tw o years previous to his occupancy of 
M ontieello, which lie called his home 
during the rem ainder of Iiis life. 
Therefore all the great things in the 
life of this great Am erican were cen­ 
tered about this "little m ount,” and, 
next to the home of W ashington at 
Mount Vernon, the home of Jefferson 
at M ontieello, both in the sam e state, is 
one of tlie great American shrines. 
W hen Mrs. Jefferson’s father died a 
year after their marriage she fell heir 
to an estate consisting of 40,000 acres 
and 135 slaves. 
This fund doubled the 
Jefferson estate, and the young states­ 
man began busying him self in the m ost 
pleasing kinds of agriculture, laying 
out gardens, introducing new products, 
arranging his farm s, com pleting and 
furnishing his house and exerting ev­ 
ery effort to convert his little moun­ 
tain. covered w ith prim eval forest, into 
an agreeable and accessible park. A ft­ 
er many experim ents he dom esticated 
alm ost every tree and shrub, native 
nnd foreign, that could survive the 
Virginia winter. 
It w as at M ontieello that Jefferson 
prepared the draft of instructions for 
V irginia’s delegation to the congress 
w hich m et at Philadelphia. 
Ills activ­ 
ity in the cause of the colonies brought 
him into special disfavor w ith the Brit­ 
ish, and it w as planned to capture Jef­ 
ferson at M ontieello through Tarleton’s 
raiders. 
Jefferson w as warned that the enemy 
w as com ing to M ontieello, nnd he sent 
his fam ily aw ay, aud he him self es­ 
caped on horseback. 
The mansion at 
M ontieello, thanks to T arleton’s orders, 
escaped 
serious 
pillage 
or damage. 
Though the house itself w as not plun­ 
dered or burned, the best of Jefferson’s 
property suffered severely at the hands 
of the enem y. 
All the stock and farm 
products that m ight be of service were 
carried off, the rest being wantonly de­ 
stroyed. 


Chosen President In 1800. 
W hen Jefferson resigned from the 
W ashington cabinet in 1793 he return­ 
ed to M ontieello to enjoy a retirement 
w hich he intended should last many 
years. 
But this w as not to be. 
He 
w as elected vice president in 1790, and 
in 1800 he w as chosen president. 
In March, 1809, Jefferson, after a near­ 
ly continuous public service of forty- 
four years, retired to M ontieello and 
to private life, but he w as so seriously 
im poverished that he w as not sure of 
being allowed 
to leave W ashington 
w ithout arrest by his creditors, bin 
this, fortunately, he was able to pre­ 
vent. 
Toward the close of his life, 
how ever, he became distressingly em 
barrassed 
in 
his 
circum stances. 
In 
1S14 he sold his library to congress for 
$23,000, but through indorsing a note 
for a friend he w as com pletely ruined 
and w as in danger of being compelled 
to surrender M ontieello and seek shel­ 
ter for his last days in another abode 
B ut wealthy friends cam e to his as 
sistance with a considerable sum of 
m oney. 
"No cent of this." he wrote, "Is wrung 
from the taxpayer, it is tlie pure and 
unsolicited offering of love.’’ 
In the 
last seventeen years of his life Jeffer­ 
son lived like a patriarch am ong his 
adm iring friends. "The Sage of Mon 
ticello” w as the most prominent man 
in private life in the country. Even to 
the year of liis death he was a great 
moral force in the land. As the former 
president, the purchaser of Louisiana, 
the chastiser of the Barbarv pirates, 
the founder of the University of Vir­ 
ginia, as the scholar, the philosopher 
and the savant, he w as known tbe 
world over.

Secretary D aniels is enthusiastic over 
the navy’s civilian cruise, which starts 
Aug. 15 and continues until Sept. 12. 
“Since 
the 
cruise 
has 
been 
an­ 
nounced,’* the secretary said the other 
day, "the departm ent lias received a 
very large num ber of applications and 
a larger number of Inquiries concern­ 
ing the conditions under w hich it may 
be made. 
W e expect to take about 
5,000 m en who have either a knowledge 
of the sea or of a trade em ployed by 
the navy and give them in a m onth’s 
tim e a pretty good insight into naval 
life. 
"Judging by the interest which has 
already been show n. I believe the suc­ 
cess of the project is already assured. 
This year w e intend to have all the 
naval m ilitias <»n either the Atlantic* or 
the Pacific. H eretofore the G reat Lakes 
m ilitias and those located on inland 
w aterw ays 
have 
had 
their 
annual 
cruises in their own locations. 
This 
year w e intend to put them aboard 
great battleships nnd. with the other 
civilians we intend to introduce to the 
navy, w e will probably have 10,(XX) 
civilians on cruises during the sum 
mer." 
These eruises are expected to do the 
sam e good for the navy that tlie vari 
ous training camps held last summer 
did for the army. They will offer an 
unexcelled opportunity for young men 
to gain practical knowledge and expe­ 
rience in handling a battleship, in op 
erating the guns and in discipline. 
The navy department lias not doubt 
eil for a moment to I 
"i 
civilians 
would hesitate to volunteer. Tue ia n 
cipai fear is that there w ill not be ae 
com m odations on board the battleships 
for all who make application to serve. 
The enrollm ents will be closed on June 
1, and no applicant will be considered 
after that date. 
The vessels are expected to sail from 
Boston, New York, Norfolk, Newport, 
Philadelphia and probably Charleston. 
The volunteers will, of course, have to 
pay their fare to the seaport nearest 
their home and will be required to pay 
a deposit of $30 to cover the expenses 
of the trip. 


TO THE WAR IN A TRUNK. 


German Officer Tried T h u s to Evade 
the British Patrol Boats. 


The story of how a German engineer 
crossed the Atlantic in his w ife’s trunk, 
only to be captured by the British at 
Kirkwall, com es from Copenhagen. 
According to the dispatch, Captain 
Roewer, a German engineer, who es­ 
caped from Kiauchau w hen the Jap­ 
anese captured that stronghold, made 
his w ay to N ew York w ith his wife. 
Desirous of reaching Germany, he fit­ 
ted him self into his w ife’s trunk after 
fixing a ventilator in the trunk, and 
she took passage on a liner for Copen­ 
hagen. 
H is w ife had her m eals sent to her 
cabin, w here the trunk w as installed, 
and the engineer w as thus provided 
with food. 
He left the trunk only at 
night. 
At K irkw all when the British authori­ 
ties cam e aboard to exam ine all bag­ 
gage he hid in the packing room, but 
was discovered and detained. Ills w ife 
was permitted to proceed and landed 
at Copenhagen, the dispatch says. 


INCOME TAX $100,000,000. 


M c A d o o ’s Estim ates Show Increase of 
$15,000,000 Over Last Year. 
Income tax receipts of the United 
States for the year will approximate 
$100,000,000, or $15,000,000 more than 
the estim ate, according to schedules 
compiled in Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo’s office on telegraphic reports 
received from throughout the country. 
If the collections come up to expeeta 
tions the tax will yield the largest re 
turns in the history of the income tax. 
Last year receipts approximated $80, 
000,000. The $100,000,000 estim ate in­ 
cludes som e $19,480,000 already collect­ 
ed. This includes taxes from corpora 
tions as w ell as Individuals.

EASILY RUN DIG FARM 


They Are Musicians and at One 


Time Traveled All Over 
the Country. 


Jet, Okla. — D espite the fact th at 
both are totally blind, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry A. 
Hubbard successfully op­ 
erate the farm ing part of a half sec­ 
tion of land they ow n just w est of Jet, 
In A lfalfa county. 
Both are retired 
m usicians and expect to spend the rest 
of their days on the farm enjoying life. 
They have traveled extensively all 
over the U nited States giving concerts, 
but three years ago settled down to 
the rural life near here. 
Mrs. Hubbard w as blind at birth, 
and her husband w as made so previ­ 
ous 
to 
their 
marriage. 
Curiously 
enough, they use different system s o f 
reading, and each reads a great (leal, 
especially the books that are sent to 
them on the "round robin” plan from 
the blind schools. 
Mrs. Hubbard is 
an adept at reading by the raised let­ 
ter system . 
Iler husband uses a more 
modern w ay of reading and one con­ 
sidered by those who know it to be 
faster than the raised letter system . 
It is a series o f holes cut in the paper 
at intervals. 
They are located, from 
one to six. both above and below a 
standard line, designating a character. 
Heading occupies a great part of their 
tim e when they are not at work doing 
one of the many chores about the 
farm. 
To the casual observer the farm is 
no different from the usual well ar­ 
ranged farm in the com munity. 
It 
is a noticeable fact that all of the m a­ 
chinery and im plem ents used are kept 
in sheds ami out o f the way. 
Time w as when these tw o people 
were on the road all the time. 
Blind 
m usicians with the ability they are 
able to show are in demand in the 
musical circles of the country, and 
they f«»und no trouble in getting all of 
tbo engagem ents they could fill. 
F lay­ 
ing practically every instrum ent made, 
the two of them composed an orches­ 
tra, one <>f their program numbers be­ 
ing a duet in which seven instrum ents 
were played at the sam e time.

edges, then they felt as big as cam p 
kettles, and finally ev ery thing got dark.

Anniversary of His Death. 


Nearly 2,000 schools, n!>ros< *nting 
half as many separate conimumtie-, 
have already arranged for a pageant 
or dramatic performance in com mem­ 
oration o f the 300th anniversary of 
Shakespeare’s death, 
according to 
figures compiled by the Bureau of 
Education of the Department of (he 
Interior. 
Although the actual an ­ 
niversary occurs in April, celebra­ 
tions are to he held throughout the 
year. 
Many elementary and second­ 
ary schools will this year devote their 
entire commencement program to a 
Shakespeare pageant or play; and a 
number of tin* summer schools will 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
give outdoor performances of plays 
by Shakespeare or about him. 
In order to assist schools in plan­ 
ning celebrations, the Bureau of Edu­ 
cation, in co-operation with the Dra­ 
ma League of America, has issued ¿i 


bulletin giving practical suggestions 
as to kinds of celebrations, type per­ 
formances, list of dances, and designs 
for simple costuming for 
Shakes­ 
pearian plays. 
The bureau has dis­ 
tributed copies of this bulletin to all 
city school superintendents, to prin­ 
cipals of public and private second­ 
ary schools, presidents of colleges, 
normal schools, and other institu­ 
tions; and arrangements have been 
made to furnish copies at a nominal 
cost to school teachers and pupils. 
The bulletin emphasizes the special 
opportunity afforded by the Shakes­ 
peare Tercentenary to 
co-ordinate 
the school ork in literature, music, 
and art with such practical subjects 
as shopwork and physical education. 
“ Merely as a matter of educational 
policy,” declares the bulletin, “ there 
is urgent need for the influence which 
the Shakespearian festivals will ex­ 
ert in the schools. 
These festivals 
are needed to give new tone and qual­ 
ity to the literary, musical, dramatic, 
and recreational interests of young 
people— and, indeed, of the public 
generally.”

tribution a s possible. Similar societies 
have been organized in many of the 
nations of Europe. 
Portions of the Scriptures have been 
printed in about 560 different dialects 
und languages. 
The entire Bible has 
been printed in a hundred different 
translations. It has been sent to every 
nook and corner of the world, and the 
work 1s growing each y ear. 
A people which lias not the Bible in 
Its own language cannot have Sunday 
schools for Bible study . 
On the other 
hand, any community which reads the 
Bible Is sure to have a Bible Sunday 
school. 
Every separate version of the 
Scriptures becomes thus a door of op­ 
portunity to the Sunday school enter­ 
prise, for it is a breaeli in the Av ails of 
Babel. 
Thousands of Sunday schools in the 
United States, in Asia, in Africa and in 
the islands of the great, silent ocean 
owe their existence and their prosper­ 
ity to the fact that the Bible has been 
translated into their native language. 
The Bible societies of the Avorld are 
counted by thousands, but as far as 
can be learned the most of tiiese socie­ 
ties, as Avell as the home and foreign 
missionary societies of all Christendom, 
obtain the Scriptures, which are the

implement of their work, 
from less than thirty Bible societies in 
Europe and America which print the 
Scriptures.

number it is estimated that fully 27,- 
000,000 w ere put into circulatio n. 
Over five sixths of this number—that 
is to say , 19 ,220.9 39 volumes—are Issued 
by three English speaking societies— 
the British and Foreign Bible society 
(10,102,000). the American Bible society 
(6,39 6,323) and the Scottish National 
Bible society (2,762,016). The issues of 
these three societies include nearly the 
whole of the Scriptures used by the 
missions and Sunday schools in Asia, 
Africa and the islands of the Pacific 
ocean besides a great part of those dis­ 
tributed by the Sunday school unions 
in Christian lands. 
The Bible societies often co-operate 
In dividing the expense of new transla­ 
tions of the Bible.

IS A TAX DODGER 


Ft. Wayne Business Man Tells Other 


Merchants That Indiana Tax 


Laws are Inefficient.

Tell of Parties Who Paid More Taxes 


on Saving Account Than They 


Received from Interest.

8.— 
“ Gentlemen, I come before y ou as 
a tax dodg er.” 
With that statement Samuel M. 
Foster, 
of Ft. 
Way ne introduced 
himself to the Saturday Lunch Club 
here today . 
“ Let him who is with­ 
out sin cast the first stone,” Foster 
added. 
No rocks were shied. 
Foster made the broad statement 
that all prosperous men in Indiana 
are tax dodg ers and said that he had 
not expected to be stoned because 
he knew he was addressing a body 
of substantial, prosperous and well- 
to-do 
citizens of Indiana. 
“ I am not 
proud of being a tax 
dodger.” 
said Foster. 
“ I’d rather 
not be one, 
but for the fact that the 
laws of our state compel me to make ! 
choice between being 
a tax dodger j 
and 
suffering confiscation 
of from 
30 
per cent, 
to 100 per 
cent, of j 
certain portions of my income.” 
Foster told of a man and woman ; 
who recently came to Indiana from 
an eastern state and having had no 
ex perience with tax assessors, they 
innocently 
reported 
their 
savings 
account of #700. 
It was drawing 3 
per cent interest. 
The tax amount­ 
ed to #33, #14 more than the income. 
“ It i- to the everlasting' disgrace 
of our state,” said the speaker, “ that 
such ex tortion can be practiced with 
the sanction of the law. 
There are 
two things that ought to be protect­ 
ed— ignorance and honesty . 
In Indi­ 
ana. we penalize them whenever they 
are display ed in reference to tax a- ( 
tion.” 
He gave striking ex amples of var- | 
ions property interest- of hi- own in ; 
Fort Way ne, showing a range in tax 
measured by income from 8W per 
cent, to 43*2 per cent. 
The rates 
are higher and the range is greater! 
in other parts of Indiana, lie said. ! 
He favored an income tax after the 
manner of Wisconsin, enforced by 
state machinery divorced from poli­ 
tics. 
Foster riduculed the talk of re­ 
lief by “law enforcement” and said 
tha t the trouble goes back to the 
constitution.
